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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the BPAI decision on 30 July 2009. Claims 1, 2, 5-9, 
70 and 75-91 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 2, 5-9, 70 and 75-9 1 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 2, 5-9, 70 and 75-91 are allowable over the prior art fails to teach and/or 
suggest "a plurality of elements all aligned on a single axis, each element having diameter less 
than approximately 100 millimeters" or "a plurality of optical elements all aligned along an axis 
and each having maximum diameter less than approximately 100 millimeters" or "a plurality of 
elements having a maximum diameter less than approximately 100 millimeters", said plurality of 
elements being free of planar reflecting surfaces as set forth in the claimed combination 

Shafer et al, US 2001/0040722 Al discloses in fig. 3 an objective with an imaging 
subsystem wherein each element has a diameter of less than approximately 1 00 millimeters (see 
scale drawing) but does not disclose all elements aligned on a single axis or being free of planar 
reflecting surfaces as claimed. 

Chuang et al, US 6,064,517 disclose in figs. 13 and 17 a system for inspecting a 
specimen (704) comprising an illumination system (1301) able to provide light energy having a 
wavelength within a predetermined range; and an imaging subsystem (1702, fig. 17) oriented and 
configured to receive said light energy from said illumination system (see fig. fig. 13) and direct 
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light energy toward said specimen (704), said imaging subsystem (1702, fig. 17) comprising a 
plurality of lenses (1708-1716) all aligned along an axis (fig. 17), being free of planar reflecting 
surfaces (see table in column 20), wherein the imaging subsystem is configured to provide a field 
size in excess of approximately 0.4 millimeters (4 mm, column 19, lines 52-55) at a numerical 
aperture of approximately 0.90 (.97, column 19, lines 52-55, it is noted that neither the 
specification nor the claim defines the term "approximately" in any degree of similarity. As such 
a numerical aperture of .97 is approximately .90) from the illumination system having the 
wavelength in the range of less than approximately 320 nanometers (column 20, lines 8-9) but 
does not have wherein each element has a diameter of less than approximately 100 millimeters as 
claimed.
